It i.i twi'ttty years sittia the Englisb 
sparrow wa« taken from Ids home in 
Ijondon and turned looso In this coun- 
try. SupuriutundoDt Coukl'n, who bail 
charge of tho monagcrlo in Central 
i'.irk, N. Y., llbovntol lifty pairs In the 
suiumrr of l»l)(i. an 1 from these nearly 
'ill the I',ii.:!ish sparrows that eait be 
found in every rity , villa;;i? and liiwn &I 
ll'o United .Stales arc d. s. ended, 

"I have no doubt," observed hU, 
Conk]in the olhor ilay, "that if ai.y 
thing like an nri'iiral" rrii-ir; r. n\d i r 
taken of llir K'lu;! s 1 '.narruw- in l!i > 
couiilrv to-il:iy, llierr wouhl bra pair of 
ihein for every man, woman and child 
in the I'nil.'ii Stairs I am not wholly 
rosponsihlii for this atllietiun. fur I iii':o t 
iiniier orders, but I did not tli iik 111 Ihr 
time what an nlH ctioii they were lo be-' 
ouinc, nor did any one els '. " 

The sparrows I beraled by Mr. Conk- 
I'n were nol. howi vi r, the only ones that 
wore broitglil to tin' runntry, A iiiunlli 
before about a du/en pairs were set 
frre in Trinity cliiiieli-yaril, in the old 
Nrw York llospital grounds, then in 
Broadway uear lieu le street, and lu 
Battery Vark. Several persona aro 
known lo have bio iglit over a few of 
the bit'il' aflrnvaril. but 110 ullirr batrli 
was so iinmrrous ns the rue briiitrht to 
I'cntrnl Turk. At that lime New York 
I'ityand many others were infested wiih 
a pest In tbo shape o( small gierii 
worms an inrh lu: '^. The spiirmws, it 
was sa'il. wo ilil uMileratu tlii.s mii- 
sance, and they d d. Wilbiu live ye«.-4 
a{ter the tint importatioD, there were 
Ilttio squads o( English iiparrows in 
evriv side sirert that boasted of n Iree. 
linntiiiL' up ;_';"ri 11 wurnis. Tlir spar- 
rows gl ow fat, and Ihe green wot ms 
have disappeared. Many prujde liii II 
little hoiisi s and sot tlimi ii|i In the 
trees, about thrir yards fur thr >paf- 

ri.ws, 'i hr -pal tuws Inippnl :illu Itn lll 

nnd took pussrs-aiu with [irrfrri r-iUii- 
iiiiiiity. 

Within a few years those sparrow 
houses liavr breii falling into ruin. Few 
new ours are now si I out. nndtltr prac- 
tire of frrditi^' thr sparrow: in the parks 
havr aimo'.t entirely goiir out. Yet 
the sparrows li;r. r nrvrr brrii known to 
cumpluin. Thu grouii worms and their 

firogeny all dovonred, and the frru 
unohes of oraokers and bread crumbs 
no longer fortboomin;;, tliey have phi- 
losophically turned their atiintluii lo 
new methods of subsisteiico. A (uw of 
them continue to enjoy tho rural nisoci- 
atlona of parks and country villagea, but 
the greater number show n marki d 
preforenco furc ty life. Wherrvrr tin m 
aro human bcingsroiigregated. they tind 
siibsistenco r.-ttdily. There is enough 
waste (rum every table to (alien awliolu 
(aniily o( them, and the sparrows have 
become a kind uf street scavi n;;ui'.s in 
large towns. Tiir Inter gonerat'uns 
seem to liavr' iiu-'rrasrd in si/.i} in Ihoir 
new coiiiitrv. 

Mr. Conklin'a cst'iuaio of the present 
sparrow censiui aa reaching the hundreds 
of m.llious are based on tho (act lliat 
these birds brred s'lveral liiiirs ill a sra- 
lion, frninrnlly tlirrr tiinrs and sunn.'- 
tinios (our, each lime hatching out l^ 
brood of four yonng sparrows. Allow- 
ing for all rasualtios, dostruclion ol 
nests and nn exerssive inurlailly. it 
tvoiild nol rrijiilrr more liiar. luu brrnl- 
iiig soasuiis a year, in the twenty vrai's 
lincq the original liftr pairs wera liber- 
atod in Central I'ark, to Lring the mim- 
brr uf thi'ir di'srriidaiits far aboi e one 
Iminlri'.l iiiillaui. They arr liariii;: rulu- 
nists, and as soon ns the youiig^parruu.'. 
Und their numbers in a lucalilv inconw- 
niently large, a detachment will hunt up 
new foraging grounds, Tiioir great 
nntiibers and the real chariuitor of tho 
bird have changed public sentiment nnd 
placed the sparrow on tlir ilefritsl\e. 
iVithin a yrar or two the Kiigli.--h spar- 
row baa made bis appearance In the res- 
taurants in the idaco of the reed bird, 
and he has been found ao good a substi- 
tute that Die price of reed birds liaa de- 
clined in the market. Thrre are. It is 
said. Several persons in the city who 
make a business of aiipplving sparrows 
(or tho market, and hundreds are eaten 
dally by Nrw Yorkers. Tho Chinese 
rolony have also fuiiiid a source of 
aniiisemcnt in trainiiig thu sparrows foi 
lighting pur|ai,rs. 'J'lieir bills are rubbed 
down will tiiir saiid-pa;)i'r. nntil lliry 
nrr lis sharp as n I'lllrs. nnd evrry 
Hiriike draws bluuil ami fraihrrs. The 
birds will light ns lung iLs nny brr itl.

Campbell pays four tiinonas much as 
Ihe others put logelber, and is now a 
Democratic county, although it went 
for Blainr, and bence la taken in the 
calculation. 

Fayette county is not taken in tbi* 
calculation, becauee It 1* about evenly 
balanced, aa it haa such a large ne- 
gro populaltou. The IleiiiucraU of 
the counly are ITa'Taxpayers, and the 
same may be aaid of Chrialiau coun- 
ly.

Their taxes to the 
last dollar, and on an average, $75,- 
000 lo 1100,000 bealdcs, are paid for 
them every year by the democralie 
connlie*.
